There  will  be  two  Eclipses  this  year: 

1.  A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  April  6th.  Invisible  in  the  United  States. 

11.  An  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  September  29tli.  Visible  in  Africa  and 
South  America. 


At  all  places  in  the  United  Slates  eas.  of  the  Mississippi  Valley,  the  Sun  will 
rise  more  or  less  eclipsed.  The  eclipse  will  oe  annular,  or  ring-like,  from  Sod  us 
Point,  on  the  south  shore  of  Lake  Ontario,  Ljcns.  Oswego,  Syracuse,  Utica, 
Saratoga,  and  northern  Massachusetts,  to  the  ocean. 

Along  the  path  of  the  central  eclipse  the  size  will  be  digits.  At  Cleve¬ 
land  the  eclipse  will  end  at  6  o’clock  45  minutes  in  the  more  mg.  Its  greatest 
size  will  be  10  digits.

BILIOUSNESS. 


XCESSIVE  secretion  of  bile  is  what  is  usually  understood 
by  the  term  bilious.  The  secretion  is  morbid  and  irreg 
ular.

THE  BLOOD.

ERYSIPELAS. 


NDER  the  head  of  skin  diseases  some  writers  class  erysip¬ 
elas  and  several  other  diseases  which  clearly  originate  in 
a  foul  condition  of  the  blood.
